"I will not continue serving as 
finance minister if, like Siraha 
Ehrlich, I do not get the cabinet's 
backing,*' Finance Minister Ylgael 
Hurvttz told The Jerusalem. Post 
last night. • 

Hurvitz added- that when he re- 
joined the 'government, this back- 
ing had been promised him by the 
prime minister and other cabinet 
members, and that they knew well 
that he would "draw personal con- 
clusions" if their promise was not 
kept. 

Hurvitz will insist on an overall 
IS2.9b. cut in the budget at today’s 
cabinet meeting, including the 
ISTOOm. defence budget cut already 
decided upon last week. He will ask 
for cabinet approval of cuts already 
agreed upon with various 
ministries, but will not submit 
suggestions of his own on how to cut 
the budgets of the remaining 
ministries. 

In addition to the defence budget 
cuts, the finance minister will ask 
for Anal cabinet endorsement of the 
IS 350m. cut In the housing budget 
already agreed upon with Housing 
and Construction Minister David 
Levy, as well as additional amounts 
to be cut from the budgets of the 
Lands Administration, the Energy 
Ministry, and minor sums from 
other ministries. 

According to coalition sources, a 
situation of total deadlock exists, on 
the eve of today's crucial cabinet 
session. Failure to meet Horvltz's . 
ultimatum might well result in the 
government's downfall. 

The ministers concerned in- 
dicated unequivocally over the 
weekend that they would not agree 


to any new restrictions on spending, 
and Hurvitz is opposed to the idea of 
a defence levy, floated on Friday by 
Deputy Prime Minister Ylgael 
Yadin. 

Hurvitz over the weekend rein- 
forced indications that he would not 
be on the Likud list in the next elec- 
tions but that be would go it alone 
on a separate Rafi ticket. 

Sources in all coalition parties 
agreed last night that the threat of a 
cabinet crisis continues to hover 
menacingly over the government 
and that Prime Minister Men ahem 
Begin would have to perform 
“some remarkable political and 
economic acrobatics to keep his 
government alive this time." 

Both' Begin and Hurvitz admitted 
on Friday that no promises were 
made over the future cuts demand- 
ed by the finance minister during 
his meeting with the prime 
minister. 

Sources close to Begin told The 
Post that he is well disposed to 
Yadln’s defence levy idea. Hurvitz,. 
however, has come out against 
"higher taxes in any torm which 
would only lead to a cut In invest- 
ment and to the smuggling of 
money abroad." 

Hurvitz told The Post that the 
question now is "whether the 
government will have the guts to 
follow the. unpopular course and do 
what is necessary. If not, It will 
have lost its right to exist. I fully 
support Begin and do not see 
Labour's Shimon Peres as a 
suitable alternative, but the 
government must be able to act. I 
have no personal grudge against 
Begin. He understands my position 
but told me that he can promise me 
nothing. But I would not be able to 


shoulder the responsibility for a 
government that will not govern." 

Hurvitz again warned that if the 
Likud factions are not fused into a 
single political entity, he would not 
be part of the Likud come next elec- 
tion day. "I cannot see going it once 
more with the Likud as it now is, 
given its unwillingness to do what is 
essential for the economic well- 
being of this country. This situation 
of a loose federation of parties with 
conflicting interests is impossible. 
If this does not change, there will be 
a separate Rafi list and the voters 
will pass their verdict on it." 

Rafi sources continued to say - 
over the weekend that if Hurvitz is j 
rebuffed he would not quit the 
government, but make sure, along 
with a number of Likud 
malcontents, that it does not sur- 
vive the next vote of confidence. 
This would leave him caretaker 
minister of finance, which an out- 
right resignation Vould not, and 
would allow him to severely restrict 
spending until the elections. 1 

The finance minister does not j 
place much hope in Chief of Staff 
Rafael Eltan's appeal for voluntary j 
pay cuts and does not regard them ! 
as a substitute for trimming the , 
budget. 

Formally, the finance minister 1 
has another card up his sleeve . 
rather than resigning: be may j 
refrain ‘from submitting a 
supplementary budget, as required 
by the price increase that has I 
already, in the first two months of !

In i 
such a case, the ministries would be I 
forced to absorb an erosion of 12 per 1 
cent in their budgets.

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
said on Friday that he no longer

. “I have reservations about such 
acknowledgement,” Sadat said in a 
wide-ranging interview with Israel 
TV. “In the light of the PLO’s con- 
duct, I no longer recognize it as the 
sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinians^ X maintain reser- 
vations over its status." 

Sadat’s statement contrasted 
sharply with the 1974 Rabat Arab 
summit resolution which, with 
Egypt’s backing, declared the PLO 
the uncontested spokesman for the 
Palestinians. 

In an obvious reference to 
Israel’s protests, Sadat denied that 
he had consulted with the PLO on 
autonomy for the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 

I consulted no one. nor did I con- 
duct any contacts with any Arab 
party. The truth of the matter is 
that some elements of the PLO had 
themselves approached (former 
Premier) Mustafa Khalil" who un- 
til recegtly headed Egypt’s 


autonomy negotiating team. "It's 
they who contacted us. We did not 
contact any party. In the light of my 
experience with Yasser Arafat, I 
relate no importance to such con- 
tacts," he said. 

Sadat said he had "no objection 
whatever" to inviting Premier 
Menabem Begin to address the 
Egyptian parliament, but in the 
same breath he made it clear that 
he had no intention of meeting 
Begin In the near future — not 
before the stalled autonomy 
negotiations made tangible 
progress. 

The Egyptian leader said that' 
Israel will have to stop establishing 
□ew settlements, defeat Knesset 
motion reaffirming Israel’s 
jurisdiction over East Jerusalem, 
and come to grips with the 
emergence of an independent 
Palestinian entity in the territories 
after five years of a transitional 
autonomy rule there. 

Sadat said that he instructed his 
foreign minister, Gen. Kamal 
Hassan Ali, to raise Egypt's 
proposal to implement autonomy in 
Gaza first when talks resume. Ali is 
scheduled to meet In Washington 
with Israel’s chief autonomy 
negotiator, Interior Minister Yosef

CAIRO (UPI). — Egypt charged 
Friday that the Soviet Union and 
Libya were playing with fire and 
warned, its armed forces stand 
ready to use ail their "M "modern 
and advanced" weapons for the 
protection of Egypt against exter- 
nal aggression. 

The warning, issued through the 
authoritative newspaper "Al- 
Ahram," followed President Anwar 
Sadat's decision to impose martial 
law and a state of emergency along 
the border with Libya. 

Libyan strongman CoL Muam- 


mar Gaddafi denounced the Egyp- 
tian action as tantamount to a un- 
ilateral declaration of war and in- 
vited- four Arab allies to an 
emergency conference today ' to 
deal with the situation. 

"Gaddafi is playing with fire — a 
dangerous game," declared "AI- 
Ahram" in an editorial reflecting 
official thinking. 

"It may be said that he is a rav- 
ing lunatic or an irresponsible child 
but the destinies of peoples cannot 
be placed at the mercy of lunatics 
or children." the editorial said. 


Soldier injured in Bethlehem

An IDF soldier lost an eye from a 
bullet fired in Bethlehem yesterday 
morning. 

The soldier was rushed to 
Jerusalem’s Hadassah Hospital in 
Ein Karezn where surgeons remov- 
ed his right eye. He was attacked 
while on foot patrol close to the spot 
where a West Bank girl was wound- 
ed when a border policeman ac- 
cidentally let off a burst of shots 
from an automatic weapon on 
Thursday. 

The soldier, who was on reserve 
duty, was hit at about 8 a_m. while 
on a foot patrol of the Madbassah 
district near the central Bethlehem 
market The military government 


said yesterday that other soldiers 
on the patrol had heard no shot but 
“that it is possible that a silencer 
was used." 

Security forces closed off the 
area and began searching for the 
assailant. About 30 locals were 
arrested for questioning, including 
shopkeepers who may have 
witnessed the incident. 

The spokesman said that he saw 
no link between Thursday’s 
shooting and yesterday's, and that 
the border policeman .responsible 
for the accidental -shooting of the 
girl would be punished.

Rant is a grandfather of three 
who at 76 seldom misses his early 
morning swim. He told The 
Jerusalem Post he knows practical- 
ly all his fellow swimmers In Bat 
Gallm, "as I should, coming here so 
often and for such a long time." 

He noted that the three suspects 
came in and mingled with the other 
bathers. Rant said. 

"Two of them went for a swim 
while the other stayed behind," 
Rant said. "I saw him burrowing in 
the sand between Ws legs with one 
hand, as If trying to conceal 
something. He suddenly took 
something out of his knapsack and 
buried it in the sand. Shortly after, 
the others returned and they all 
left." 

Rant, who said he waa familiar 


with explosives from his days with 
the Polish underground, carefully 
uncovered what he thought had 
been hidden. He found a green ther- 
mos full of what looked like ex- 
plosives to him. He yelled to others 
to stay back and called tor help. 

Rant was quickly joined in the 
chase by beach kiosk owner, Danny 
Cohen and others. Cohen phoned 
the police and went after the 
. suspects in a friend’s car. A 
minibus full of soldiers then joined 

the chase. 

■ The three suspects did not resist 
the soldiers but insisted they were 
"ordinary Israeli citizens having a 
swim," a lifeguard told The Post 

One suspect allegedly admitted to 
police they had another bomb ready 
to go off. inside "a black Opel park- 
ed nearby." But detectives could 


not locate such a vehicle In the Bat 
Gallm neighbourhood. 

But as it turned out, another 
bomb waa found in the suspects' 
knapsacks full of vegetables and 
. fruit, which were left in the car 
which Cook them to police head- 
quarters.'lnside one of them, police 
found a thermos similar In size and 
content to the one buried at the 
beach. The two sides of the street 
were evacuated as a police sapper 
defused the second bomb. 

The incident proves two very im- 
portant things." Haifa police chief 
Avraham Turgeman said, "One; 
that alertness pays off and nothing 
can replace the people's sharp feye 
for the unusual. Second; that con- 
trary to what many people believe, 
Haifa Is on the map of terror and It 
is probably only by chance that we 
have been spared so far."

WASHINGTON. — In an effort to 
avoid a bitter battle with Israel's 
supporters in Congress during the 
presidential campaign, President 
Jimmy Carter and other senior U.S. 
officials have decided to appeal to 
Saudi Arabia for "patience” in 
pressing for advanced accessories 
to its 80 F-15 fighter bombers. 

The administration, well- 
informed sources said, will attempt 
to demonstrate to the Saudis that an 
effort to push for a formal vote in 
oongress on the controversial sale 
this year is likely to end in defeat. 

Administration officials are now 
talking about having to "educate” 
Congress and American public opi- 
nion over the coming months shout 
the importance of sharing the 
equipment with the Saudis, 
America's largest supplier of im- 
ported oil. 

Meanwhile, Carter is determined 
to go ahead as quickly as possible 
with the sale of 100 advanced M- 
60 A 3 battle tanks to Jordan.

Israel could qualify for $lb. in 
special credit from the Inter- 
nationa] Monetary Fund. But 
Israeli officials feel that Israel 
is not in a position to meet the 
conditions that the IMF would 
attach to such aid, it was learn- 
ed yesterday from reliable 
sources. 

These sources said that the IMF 
would extend such aid within the 
framework of a three-year 
economic stabilization programme. 
The programme would require 
Israel to balance its budget, refrain 
from taking short-term foreign 
credits and restrain domestic 
credit. 

Government officials explained 
to The Jerusalem Post last night 
that in the present circumstances 
the government could obviously not 
commit itself to a three-year 
programme. Nor, they said, did it 
have an economic programme to 
eliminate its budget deficit and it 
could not agree to the other 
measures the IMF would require. 

Several weeks ago, the possibility 
of such an IMF step was discussed 
with its European representative 
by Treasury Director-General 
Yaacov Ne'eman and high-ranking 
Bank of Israel officials. Israel, as 
other countries whose balance of 
payments position has been im- 
paired by the rise in oil prices, 
might be eligible for such a loan. 
But an actual application for it has 
been shelved for the time being 
because the government Is unable 
to present the three-year economic 
stabilization programme that the 
IMF would require. 

Israel made use of the IMF’s 
credit facilities for adverse export 
fluctuations two years ago when it 
borrowed $150m. It can. In addition, 
draw upon the usual drawing rights 
which now amount to (40m. and are 


soon to be doubled. That Is In addi- 
tion to the special loans it might get 
within the framework of a three- 
year economic programme. 

But special credits extended by 
the IMF under such stabilization 
programmes are under its .strict 
supervision. 

From the explanations for the 
shelving of an application for such a 
loan it emerges that the 
government's inability to meet the 
IMF’s conditions also denies Israel 
access to large additional foreign 
currency resources that might help 
to stabilize the economy. 

Economic sources argued that 
the infusion of foreign currency Into 
the economy, in an effort to slow 
down inflation, would be no more 
than a one-time remedy. Without a 
balanced budget its effects would 
not last, they said. They pointed out 
that In 1978 there had been a 
revaluation. In real terras, for five 
months. But it had had no effect on 
inflation, they said. 

Nevertheless the sources agreed 
that. In view of the increasing role 
of public expectations in the in- 
flationary process, even a tem- 
porary slowdown — such as might 
be caused by selling the public 
more foreign currency — could help 
in slowing down Inflation. 

But the precondition for such a 
move, these officials point out, was 
to wipe out the government's ex- 
cess demand first. Such a move 
would be needed even without tak- 
ing into account that it would clear- 
ly he the IMF's first prerequisite 
for granting such credits. 

The upshot of the explanations 
given by senior officials is that, tak- 
ing into account the Impending 
elections, the inability of the 
government to balance its budget, 
and its political commitment to the 
currency liberalization of October 
1977, Israel could not now take ad- 
vantage of the IMF easy-term 
loans.

By 
asking people to accept a cut in 
wages. Zohar said, the government 
was transferring the blame for in- 
flation from the government to the 
public. What really is to blame, he 
said, was the economic system 
founded by the Alignment and 
perpetuated by the Likud.

Reagan aides refuse 
to rap EC on Mideast

WASHINGTON.— Republican 
presidential candidate ‘Ronald 
Reagan’s chief foreign policy ad- 
visers refused on Friday totcriticize 
the West European peace initiative 
lit the Middle East. They also 
declined to censure the Carter ad- 
ministration's proposed sale of ZOO 
advanced M60A3 tanks to Jordan 
and the contemplated sale of 
sophisticated accessories for Saudi 
Arabia’s 60 F-15 fighter-bombers 
which would significantly enhance 
their range and fire power. 

At a news conference for. the 
foreign press In Washington. 
Richard Allen and other top 
Reagan foreign policy aides merely 
referred to earlier Reagan 
pronouncements on the Middle 
East which spoke of Israel’s 
“strategic” importance to the 
U.S.

Asked to comment on the con- 
troversial Middle East issues, they 
would only say that the former 
California governor had not yet ar- 
ticulated a formal position on them. 

■Allen, who just returned from a 
visit to Israel and Egypt, said that 
Reagan supports the Camp David 
agreements. He insisted that 
Reagan's Middle East stance, 11 
elected, would probably not deviate 
significantly from current U-S. 
policy. It would follow the current 
“basic outlines,’* he said, adding 
that he would not predict any 


’rapid changes.’ 

Allen was accompanied to the 
press conference by Dr. Fred Ikle, 
former director of the U.S. Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agency 
during the Ford administration; 
Dr. William van Cleave, director of 


international studies at the Univer- 
sity of Southern California; Senator 
John Warner of Virginia; and Rep. 
Paul Trible of Virginia. 

While they all criticized various 
■aspects of the Carter ad- 
ministration's worldwide foreign 
policies, none challenged the ad- 
ministration’s positions on the Mid- 
dle East. 

This balanced and cautious ap- 
proach, Republican Insiders said, 
was apparently the result of a high- 
level decision in the Reagan camp 
not to overly antagonize Saudi 
Arabia and other Arab states 
before the election. 

Several '’even-handed’ 1 foreign 
policy specialists have teen added 
to the Middle East task force of the 
Reagan campaign, -including 
former national security adviser 
under president Ford, General 
Brent Scowcroft- During the past 
three years, Scowcroft has been a 
private consultant here for business 
clients with close ties to Saudi 
Arabia and other oti-rieh - Arab 
states. 

Other members of the Middle 
East task force with a supposedly 
“Arabist'' orientation include Dr. 
Curtin Winsor, Jr., associate direc- 
tor of the Alliance for Free Enter- 
prise. here, and former U.S. am- 
bassador to Afghanistan, Robert 
Neumann. 

They are balanced, sources said, 
by Dr. Raymond Tanter of the 
University of Michigan and Dr. 
Rita Hauser, & New York lawyer. 

American Jewish activists in the 
Republican party bad been hoping 
that the Reagan campaign would 
take a decidedly pro-Israel tilt in an 
effort to attract Jewish support. 

But, in recent days, this has not 
materialized. 


U.S. House votes against 
moving embassy to J’lem 


WASHINGTON. — The U.S. House 
of Representatives on Friday 
defeated an amendment to force 
the U.S. to move its embassy from 
Tel Aviv to Jerusalem after nearly 
all of Israel's best friends in 
Congress recommended against the 
measure: 

The American Israel Public Af- 
fairs Committee (AIPAC), the of- 
ficially registered pro-Israel lobby 
on Capitol Hill, similarly urged 
members to vote against what it 
called an “ill-timed and unproduc- 
tive" amendment 


The surprise measure, in- 
troduced without any advance 
notice by Rep. Philip Crane 
(Republican, Illinois), was. 
defeated by a 232-to-80 vote. 
Representatives Stephen Solarz 
(Democrat, New York), Benjamin 
Rosenthal (Democrat, New York) 
and almost every other Jewish 
member voted against the Crane 
amendment even though they have 
^always supported moving the em- 
bassy Jo Jerusalem. 

Pro-Israel members in . the 
House, like Solarz and Henry Wax- 
man (Democrat California), made 
the point that Crane was not really 
serious In trying to move the em- 
bassy but was only anxious to em- 
barrass the Democratic majority in 
Congress. Even If passed, they 
said, the amendment would not 
have resulted In the transfer. 

The amendment to a routine 
State Department appropriations 
bill, would have barred the U.SJ 
government from spending more 


than 81,000 to operate an embassy 
in Israel anywhere other than in 
Jerusalem. 

Solarz, in an Interview yesterday, 
said that he and other Jewish 
members feared that the amend- 
ment as drafted, would merely 
have resulted in America's shutting 
down its embassy in Tel Aviv, 
without moving it to Jerusalem. 

The congressional uproar on 
Jerusalem came just as the 
Democratic Party platform com- 
mittee agreed to insert a com- 
promise plank calling Jerusalem 
Israel's capital, but not mandating 
that a Democratic administration 
move the embassy there. 

Senator Edward Kenntedy's 
backers on the platform drafting 
committee insisted that the same 
paragraph on Jerusalem Included 
in the Z972 and 1976 platforms be 
repeated this year. That paragraph 
said: 

“We recognize and support the 
established status of Jerusalem as 
the capital -of Israel, -with free 
access to all its holy places provid- 
ed to -all faiths. As a symbol of -this 
stand, the United States embassy 
should be moved from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem." 

The Carter backera Insisted on in- 
serting a new sentence: “At the 
same time, it is. recognized that the 
Democratic administration has 
special responsibilities resulting 
from Its deep engagement in the 
delicate process of promoting a 
wider peace for Israel." 

The panel voted to insert the ad- 
ditional sentence.

Sadat once again lashed out at 
Jordan's King Hussein for falling to 
join the autonomy negotiations, 
saying the Jordanian monarch was 
an “auctioneering opportunist.” He 
warned that Hussein might still lose 
the role Egypt, Israel and the U.S. 
had reserved for him In shaping the 
future of the West Bank and Gaza. 

A senior Jordanian official said in 
Washington on Friday that Hussein 
told U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
he felt the autonomy negotiations 
had reached a dead end and that 
Carter should adopt new ap- 
proaches aimed at establishing a 
homeland for Palestinian Arabs. 

The king also advised Carter dur- 
ing their meetings last week that 
the Arab world suspected the 
Egyptlan-Laraell peace treaty was 
a cover for gradual Israeli annexa- 
tion of the West Bank, the official 
said. 

A key member of Hussein’s 
government In Amman, the official 
briefed reporters on the understan- 
ding that he not be Identified by 
name. 


Among the points the official said 
Hussein made were: 

• Carter should declare principles 
on the Palestinian problem and the 
Arab-Israel conflict even while pur- 
suing practical steps. Early in the 
Administration, for example. 
Carter came out for a Palestinian 
"homeland." 


• The president did not try to 
pressure Hussein into Joining the 
now-stalled autonomy negotiations, 
and the king gave no assurances of 
Jordanian participation later on. 

•- In Hussein's view, mutual 
recognition by Israel and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
would have a chance of success. 

• Hussein gave no assurances to 
Carter that Jordan would not be a 
launch-pad for terrorist raids 
against Israel. This conflicts with 
some published reports and also 
with word from a senior U.S. of- 
ficial that Jordan would keep the lid 
on. 


• The Soviet Union should play a 
role In any overall Middle East 
settlement, but the Administration 
considers the Russians to be 
"mischievous” and does not want 
to bring them in now.

West Germany and the U.S. 
deepened yesterday when the 
“Washington. Post” quoted Schmidt 
as saying he was astonished about a 
letter from Carter about a NATO 
decision to build up its nuclear mis- 
siles In Europe. 

Schmidt agreed with the decision 
last December to station S72 
modern missiles In Western Europe 
to counter a missile buildup by the 
Soviet Union. But he suggested 
later that there should be a three- 
year freeze in missile deployment 
by both the Atlantic alliance and 
the Communist Warsaw Pact. 

White House press secretary 
Jody Powell said the president's 
letter was neither harsh nor 


threatening, despite Schmidt's 
astonishment over Its contents. 

Schmidt said in the “Washington 
Post” Interview that he bad been 
drawing attention to Soviet military 
power tor 20 years. 

But when the two men emerged 
from their meeting last night, they 
smiled and the president said “we 
both agree” that the Soviets must 
withdraw “all their troops” from 
Afghanistan. 

Carter said he had no doubts that 
Schmidt would carry out the NATO 
plan to put the missiles in place. 

Schmidt said he wanted to 
“underline” what Carter said and 
added: "I never thought that we did 
not agree" on the question of the 
missiles.

Israel's concern to the State 
Department, this time during a 
meeting with Assistant Secretary ol 
State Harold Saunders. 

As word of the contemplated F-1B 
sale circulated last week, the White 
House and State Department were 
stung by the widespread concern 
expressed on Capitol H1U. Six 
Senate supporters of the original F- 
13 sale to Saudi Arabia two years 
ago urged Carter on Friday to “re- 
ject Without delay” the latest Saudi 
demand. 

The six were Senators Warren 
Magnusun (Democrat- 

W&shington), Thomas Eagieton 
(Democrat-Miss ouri), Charles 
McC. Mathias (Republican- 
Maryland) , Patrick Leahy 
(Democrat- Vermont), Daniel 
Inouye (Demoerat-Hawali) and 
John Culver (Democrat-Iowa). 
Senate majority whip Alan- 
Cranston of California similarly 
urged the Administration not to 
proceed with the sale. 


In the letter, the senators pointed 
out that it is exactly the kind of 
equipment requested by the Saudis 
— additional fuel ta-nim and bomb 
racks — “that sparked heated 
debate during consideration of the 
proposed sale.” 

Two years ago, Defence 
Secretary Harold Brown assured 
Congress In writing that “Saudi 
Arabia has not requested nor do we 
Intend to sell any other systems of 
armaments that would Increase the 
range or enhance the ground attack 
capability of the F-is." . 

The senators said in their letter: 
“Any modification of the plans to 
enhance offensive capabilities 
would be a direct violation of that 
earlier understanding,” and “we 
urge you to deny this request." 

The new equipment, if approved, 
would extend the range of the F-ifla 
from 640 km. to over 1,600 km., giv- 
ing it ability to attack Israel. 

The Jordan tank deal is also 
arousing considerable controversy 
in Congress, .which can block the 
sale by approving resolutions of dis- 
approval in bath houses.

Scholars, research workers and 
the American University in Cairo 
are pleased with the decision to 
shelve the plans. They all depend on 
the U.S. surplus local currency 
fund, -a large part of which would 
have been diverted to rebuild the 
embassy.

Peres: Autonomy a double bind

resources to fall back on whether 
the autonomy plan for the West 
Bank is accepted or rejected.

If a self-governing authority is 
elected, he asked, how can Israel 
prevent it from being recognized as 
a Palestinian state?

He noted that no future govern- 
ment could renege on signed inter- 
national agreements and urged the 
implementation of autonomy In 


Gaza first, which he said would im- 
prove relations with Egypt and per- 
mit continuation of the peace talks. 

The representatives to the con- 
ference, from the U.S., Canada, 
France. Netherlands, Argentina, 
England. Brazil, Uruguay, Mexico, 
Iran and Israel, called for drastic 
changes within the movement 
which is “at an unprecedented 
nadir," according to an official 
statement. The statement also call- 
ed for an end to the "atmosphere of 
false consensus" which prevails in 
the movement.

Haifa Symphony survives to play again

HAIFA. — The Haifa Symphony 
Orchestra has apparently survived 
its great financial difficulties, and 
this month finishes a successful 
season of almost 50 performances. 
Some 86,000 people attended the 
performances, held throughout the 
country. 

"We still have a 13300,000 deficit 
to cope with hut we are full of hopes 
for the future," HSO chairman 
Zecharia Drucker said last week. 
New management which took over 
at the beginning of the year chang- 


ed' the orchestra's policies with 
remarkable success, he explained. 

“We are giving the public what it 
wants — light music, the romantic 
classics, open air concerts — and 
they have come in droves," he said. 

Hie orchestra’s budget for 1980 Is 
close to IS400,000, "20 per cent of 
which we hope to earn through 
tickets and subscription sales, and 
through donations. The rest will be 
covered by the city and the Educa- 
tion Ministry," Drucker explained. 
The orchestra has not raised its ad- 
mission fees, he added, and tickets 
will still cost 1510 and 1520. 


Assassination bid on 
Guatemala police head 

GUATEMALA CITY (UPI). — A 
bodyguard and a passerby were 
shot and wounded on Thursday in a 
failed assassination attempt on the 
chief of Guatemala's secret police, 
authorities said. 

Officials said a bodyguard of 
secret police chief Alfonso Garcia 
Ortiz and a hoy who was crossing 
the street were wounded by suh- 
machinegun fire directed at Gar- 
cia's car from another speeding 
car. They said Garcia was not hurt. 

In another incident, unidentified 
gunmen shot and killed a policeman 
with his own gun moments after he 
got out of his patrol car in 
Guatemala City. 


Bugging suspected in 
Republican offices 

WASHINGTON (UPI). — 
Republican national co-chairman 
Mary Crisp yesterday said experts 
have found suspicious wires and a 
magnetic field in her office that 
could have been used for electronic 
eavesdropping. 

She said she could not imagine 
what the explanation could be un- 
less someone was bugging her of- 
fice.'- 

Private electronics ' experts 
brought In by Crisp Wednesday 
found the suspicious wires and the 
magnetic field. The discovery was 
first reported in “The Washington 
Post.” 


Banks agree to 
•rescue Chrysler 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
final hurdle to a loan intended to 
save the Chrysler Corporation from 
bankruptcy was apparently over- 
come yesterday when the last of a 
h a nd ful of reluctant banks agreed 
to approve the rescue package. 

"We think the loan will be ap- 
proved when the (government) 
loan board meets an Tuesday mor- 
ning,” said a Treasury spokesman. 
The last* holdout bank, Deutsche 
Genossenschaft Bank of Frankfurt, 
agreed in principle to go along with 
the 34.5b. Joan package after its 
fellow holdout banks — a total of 
about 20 In mid-May — all fell Into 
line. 

Mars photos show 
weather pattern 

WASHINGTON (AP). — New 
photographs taken of Mars show an 
unusual type of weather pattern 
that scientists have not seen on the 
planet before, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion said on Friday. 

NASA scientists said a mosaic of 
102 photographs, taken by the Vik- 
ing Orbiter l satellite In late 
February; is believed to show a dis- 
tinct weather front or an at- 
mospheric shock wave. 

"Nothing like this weather 
phenomenon has ever been seen 
before on Mars," said NASA 
spokesman Brad Marman. 


U.S. reviewing bah on Soviet grain sales 


ROME (UPI). — U.S. Secretary of 
State Edmund Muskle confirmed 
yesterday that the Carter ad- 
ministration is reviewing Its Soviet 
grain embargo. . .. 

Muskie told reporters be expects 
the subject of the grain embargo to 
be discussed at the seven-nation 
economic summit in Venice'tbat of- 
ficially opens today.

The announcement said Taw]}, 
who worked as a cook for UNIFIL 
forces in South Lebanon, admitted 
in his interrogation that he aided a 
group of terrorists which infiltrated 
across the border and broke Into a 
children's house at Misgav Am. 

Three Israelis were killed by the 
terrorists, all of whom died In a sub- 
sequent shoot-out with IDF troops. 


Terrorists blast at UNIFIL in Blat

MjgrULLA . — T errorists opened 
fire on UNIFIL positions in the 
South Lebanese Shl'lte village of 
Blat on Friday morning during an 
attempt to attack a Christian 
militia stronghold, spokesmen for 
militia leader Major Sa'ad Haddad 
said. 

The militia spokesmen claimed 
the terrorists fired light arms and 
rocket-propelled grenades In the 
direction of Ghanian and 
Norwegian UNIFIL troops while 
trying to infiltrate Blat in order to 
attack a militia ‘stronghold near 
Nebi Hlzfcln. The militia. In turn. 


opened fire on the terrorists and 
possible routes of retreat. 

No casualties were reported in 
the fighting, and one UN building 
was reportedly damaged. 

The militia spokesman also said 
that five Russian- manufactured 
anti-vehicle mines had been found 
near the village of Rab-Talateen, 
west of Kibbutz Misgav Am. One of 
the mines, found by a militia patrol 
near a dirt road used by farmers, 
was reportedly handed to a 
Nigerian UN IFIL officer in 
response to UNIFIL denials that 
terrorists had penetrated Nigerian 
lines in order to plant mines.

National police sources last night 
revealed that the explosives used to 
maim two West Rank mayors early 
this month were of a type frequent- 
ly used by Palestinian terrorists. 

The spokesman added that this 
did not mean that the explosives 
could not h&ve been obtained by 
Israelis. A spokesman for the 
military government refused last 
night to confirm this information or 


to elaborate on the type of explosive 
material referred to by the police 
as in common use by terrorists.

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Students protest in Kabul streets 


NKW DELHI. - Nearly .all shops fn 
Kabul stayed closed yesterday and 
students took to the streets in what 
could be the start of new anti-Soviet 
demonstrations in the tense Afghan 
capital, according to “responsible 
sources. 

Tanks, and armoured vehicles 
rumbled Into the city streets and 
helicopter gams hips made a series 
Of low passes over the city In a show 
of military force starting at 8 &.m„ 
said the informant, quoting con- 
tacts in Afghanistan. 

Students from the Omar Sharif 
high school went into the streets 
and paraded to the Intercontinental 
Hotel and toward the British em- 
bassy. the report said. It added that 
university students also emerged 
from their campus but other 
schools appeared quiet. 

Loudspeakers on government 
trucks urged people to go about 
their business normally and hand- 
bills distributed in the streets, also 
urged calm, the informant said. 

The scene was reminiscent of the 
start of the bloody anti-Soviet up- 
rising that began last February 21 
in Kabul. Hundreds were killed in 
the last uprising. But this time, 
police and security forces did not 


initially try to stop demonstrators 
or push people around, ns they did 
in February. 

The government's Radio Kabul 
reported yesterday that the main 
highway connecting the remote 
northeastern province of 
Badakhshan* with the rest of 
Afghanistan was reopened on Fri- 
day for the first time since in- 
surgents destroyed it nearly six 
months ago. 

The broadcast, monitored in New 
Delhi, coincided with receipt of an 
unofficial report from Kabul of an 
offensive by Soviet and government 
military forces near F&izabad, 
capital of the province which has 
borders with China, the Soviet 
Union and Pakistan. Faizabad is 
600 km. northeast of Kabul. 

Casualties were 'heavy in the 
fighting, said the incomplete report 
from a Kabul source that has been 
accurate in the. past. 

Islamic nations yesterday 
assured Afghan rebel groups of fall 
political and humanitarian aid but 
at least for the time being turned 
down appeals for weapons. 

The three-member Afghan com-' 
mittee of the Islamic conference 
nfet for two days of talks with rebel 


lenders at Mont-Pelerin in. Switzer 
land. The conference leader 
reiterated pledges to withhold any 
recognition of the Soviet-backed 
regime in Kabul. "We will aid the 
resistance movement politically 
and in humanitarian ways," Ira- 
nian Foreign Minister Sadegh 
Ghntbzadch. a member of the 
Afghan committee, said after the 
meeting. 

A London- based refugee com- 
mittee said yesterday that the 
number of Afghan refugees fleeing 
into Pakistan is reaching more than 
a million people, mostly women and 
children. "It- would aeero that 
Pakistan is . bearing the worst 
refugee problem in the world at the 
moment," said Frances D* Souza, 
steering committee member of the 
Afghan Refugee Information 
Network' here.

Blacks strike in Port Elizabeth area 


JOHANNESBURG (UPI). — 
Strikes by black workers spread to 
16 factories in the Port Elizabeth 
area yesterday, crippling the motor 
industry and threatening further 
racial violence. 

In Cape Town, arsonists caused 
heavy damage to a school and a 
nearby electric sub-station in 
Elsies River, the coloured (mixed 
race) township where the worst of 
the week's race riots occurred. 

Business sources said more than 
10.000 workers were Involved in the 
walkouts at Port Elizabeth and 


Ultenhage. 

Military and riot police supported 
by armoured cars guarded the big 
forclgn-owned car plants in 
Ultenhage during the night, but 
residents said they were withdrawn 
at dawn. 

At the same time, police 
withdrew a ban preventing 
reporters from entering the town, 
but kept neighbouring black 
townships off-limits to journalists. 

Reporters were ordered out of the 
town on Friday after police used 
shotgun blasts and teargas to dis- 


perse a crowd of marching 
workers. A police spokesman said 
one black was wounded by birdshot 
in the incident. 

Since ' rioting broke out in the 
Cape Province at the beginning of 
the week, police said 32 
demonstrators have been killed and 
175 wounded. Newspaper surveys of 
hospitals Indicated, however, the 
true figure could be double this. 

The violent disturbances erupted 
In connection with the fourth an- 
ni versa ry of the Soweto riots that 
left more than 600 blacks dead.

Salvador leftists call two-day strike 


SAN SALVADOR (AP). — Leftist 
guerrillas seized six of Bi 
Salvador's largest radio stations on 
Friday and for 30 minutes broad- 
cast a call for a nationwide strike 
next week as part of a campaign to 
overthrow the ruling civilian- 
military junta. 

The strike call for Tuesday and 
Wednesday coincided with in- 
creased urban and rural activity. 
Five persons were assassinated in 
connection with the violence and 
five guerrillas were killed when an 
army patrol raided a guerrilla 
hideout. 


The Revolutionary Coordinator of 
Lhe Masses, a federation of the 
country's principal leftist groups, 
called the strike to demand 
freedom for political prisoners and 
an end to the state of siege, a form 
of martial law, in force since March 
6 . 


Leftist guerrilla and activist 
groups have been fighting for the 
overthrow of the junta of two army 
colonels and three civilians, 
dominated by Christian 
Democrats, which has been ruling 
this tiny nation since October 15. 


1,120 candidates in Japan poll today 


TOKYO (Reuter). — Candidates 
for today’s Japanese general elec- 
tion wound up their campaigns 
yesterday amid indications that the 
Liberal Democratic Party (LDP) 
would be returned to power. 


Many of the 1,120 candidates for 
the 911 lower house seats and half of 
the 252 upper house seats braved 
rain and wind to woo Japan's 81 
million' voters" with last-minute 
appeaH. - 

The election was called last 


month after prime minister 
Masayoshi Ohira, who died less 
than two weeks ago of a heart at- 
tack, dissolved the Diet (parliar 
ment) after losing a vote of con- 
fidence. 

Commenting on newspaper polls 
indicating conservative LDP ma- 
jorities in both houses, Japan 
Socialist" Party CJSp) chairman 
IcMb'-Rsukafa 'Shijn -I ‘ftfell 
hopeless... but -we must stop the 
LDP from gaining a majority at all 
costs." 


Ancient micrcMa-eatures’ fossils found 


LOS ANGELES (AP). — Scientists 
say they have discovered fossilized 
remains of the oldest living things 
ever found — microscopic 
creatures that apparently ruled the 
world 3 Vi billion years ago. 

Thousands of the micro fossils — 
chains of cells that look like tiny 
strings of beads — were found In 
rocks collected from a desolate cor- 
ner of Western Australia, said 
paleoblologlst J. William Schopf of 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles. 

He said the bacterla-Ilke 
organisms, which lived at the bot- 
tom of a shallow sea. were sur- 
prisingly complex. 

"These microfossils tell us that 


life was a whole lot more complex 
at that time (barely a billion years 
after the earth was formed) than 
any of us had really guessed,” 
Schopf said in an interview this 
week. 

At least five fossil varieties were 
identified by an international group 
of American and Australian. scien- 
tists gathered at UCLA to search 
for the origins of life. 

Team member Malcolm Walter 
of the Australian Bureau of Mineral 
Resources -had reported last March 
that other evidence showed 
that life existed 3*4 billion years 
ago. This evidence consisted of dis- 
tinctive rocks called stromatolites, 
which scientists believe can be 
formed only by micro-organisms.

Priest admits anti-Soviet activities 


MOSCOW. -- Dissident Russian 
Orthodox priest Dmitri Dudko, who 
made a surprise televised confer 
a Ion of anti-Soviet activities on Fri- 
day night, has been released from 
custody and returned to bis subur- 
ban Moscow home, his wife, Nina, 
said yesterday. 

She told Western reporters that 
her 58-year-oid husband was. 
resting In their small walk-up 
apartment and was unavailable for 
comment. 

It was unclear on what terms 
Dudko, who had been under arrest 
since January 15 on charges of anti- 
Soviet agitation and propaganda, 
had been released. 

It seemed possible, however, that 


Dudko may have won his freedom 
in exchange for his television 
appearance. 

“I regret that, by my activfty, I 
caused harm to the country, the 
people and also the Orthodox 
Church." Dudko said while reading 
a lengthy typewritten statement. 

Referring to alleged foreign press 
reports that he was being unjustly 
prosecuted, Dudko said: ’This is 
not true. I have been made 
answerable on lawful grounds for 
the crimes I have committed.” 

The official news agency Tsss 
said he had pleaded guilty to anti- 
Soviet activities and. “made 
answerable,” but it did not indicate 
what Dudko 'a immediate fate was.

A man and a woman 
were hospitalized with similar 
troubles Friday.

the same Antwerp ciudno and the 
other two had dined at different 
Antwerp restaurants, officials said. 

Doctors initially suspected 
atropine poison, made from 
belladonna. A doctor at Stuivenberg 
Hospital said Friday the poison was 
not atropine, but “very much 
resembles it." 

German authorities believe a 
man who escaped from a psy- 
chiatric institution in norther Ger- 
many — and is still at large — is" 
responsible for the poisonings. 


Chinese shoot 
four for rape 


FEK2NG (UFI). — Three youths 
who lured nearly 100 women into a 
flat on promises of helping them 
find jobs and then raped them were 
executed by firing squad in a 
government crackdown against 
crime and corruption in high 
places, the Qui g nian Bao (youth 
newspaper) reported yesterday. 

The executions, carried out 
within minutes of sentencing in 
China's northern Jilin province, 
were the latest in a series reported 
from around the country under 
China's new get-tough policy. 

The policy is aimed especially 
against corruption In high places 
and against children of senior of- 
ficials who used their positions to 
commit crimes and, according to 
One Peking newspaper, even leak 
secrets to the public they had learn- 
ed from their parents. 


The Quignian Bao said the three 
youths were executed this week 
after being convicted of rape and 
other sexual crimes against 92 
women over a period of several 
years. One of the youths was iden- 
tified as Li Heng, the son of a 
leading local municipal Communist 
Party member. 


A time to sow 


NEW YORK (AF). - A New York 
firm plans to market, a woman's 
wrist watch that tells not time, but 
fertility, according to "Family 
Circle'' magazine. 

It is claimed that the microcom- 
puter instrument, called Fer- 
tilichron, will display at the press of 
a button readings of a woman's fer- 
tility. 

The readings are supposed to be 
based on body temperature 
variations at the wearer, dis- 
tinguishing between a slight fever 
and temperature change caused by 
ovulation, the magazine said. 

The device is to sell for less than 
1100 when it goes on the market ear- 
ly next year, Intersonlcs Corp. told 
the magazine. 


Border blockade ended 


LA JUNQUERA, Spain (Reuter). 
— Cross-border traffic between 
France and Spain returned to hear 
normal early yesterday after 
Spanish lorry drivers lifted a five- 
day blockade act up because of at- 
tacks by French farmers. The 
Spanish drivers said they had lifted 
the blockade after being promised 
maximum security while crossing 
French territory. 


Iranian tribesmen kill 
besieged government guards 


TEHERAN (Reuter). — Some 300 
tribesmen have surrounded a 
barracks housing revolutionary 
guards and killed at least five of the 
government militiamen In a siege 
that has already lasted eight-days, 
according to -reports reaching 
Teheran yesterday. 

The Qashqal tribesmen still sur- 
round the barracks in P&dena, cen- 
tral Iran, a revolutionary guards 
spokesman told Reuters by 
telephone from Isfahan, the provin- 
cial capital. 

Last Thursday, the tribesmen at- 
tacked a relief .column, killing five 
guards and wounding four, he said. 

But in an appeal for help to the 
Majlis (parliament) in Teheran, 
the local governor put the death toll 
at six, the official Pars news agen- 
cy reported yesterday. 

Teheran University yesterday 
announced it was purging a first, 
group of 889. professors, students 
and employees for having 
cooperated with Savak, the former 
shah's secret poHce.

The plan calls for a headquarters 
staff with some stand-by units 
capable of rapid expansion. Egyp- 
tian military airfields will also be 
used. 

Israel and Turkey were both con- 
sidered ns possible alternatives to 
Egypt by the Pentagon planning 
staff. But Israel was rejected 
because of likely reactions from 
Arab countries, especially RmiHi 
Arabia, if any "surge operations" 
were to be launched from there. 
Turkey was rejected because of the 
internal political problems which 
could be exacerbated by the 
presence of American and other 
personnel in large numbers. 

• Rapid expansion of the facilities 
in the Anglo-American military 
base at Diego Garcia in the Indian 
Ocean. Its runways are already 
capable of being used by B-52 
bombers, which will be stationed 
there. 

As soon as adequate facilities can 
be built, up to 4,500 American and 
other military personnel will be 
permanently established on the 
island. Britain, which controls the 
island, has already given its assent 
to the enlargement of the base, 
which lies close to Mauritius. 

• The establishment of naval and 
air facilities at Mombasa in Kenya, 
and Berbera in Somalia. 

The Kenyan government has 
already agreed to provide facilities 
at its port and military airfields. 
Negotiations with the Somali 
government are still bogged down, 
over its demands for arms and a $i 


billion aid programme. 

• The build-up of a U.S. naval 
presence in the Indian Ocean, Red 
Sea and the Gulf. 

Britain and France will be asked 
to contribute towards establishing a 
larger naval presence in the area. 
Bccause of the depleted strength of 
the Royal Navy, the British con- 
tribution is not likely to be large, 
but the initial response has been 
positive. 

While the French — who main- 
tain small naval and military 
forces in Djibouti, Mayotee and 
Reunion — are reported to be 
generally well-disposed to the idea 
of a stronger NATO presence in the 
region, they are reluctant to 
become openly identified with any 
specific American operation. 

The U.S. Secretary of Defence. 
Harold Brown, and his staff have 
argued -that none of the military 
facilities now available to the 
Americans in Oman. Turkey, 
Kenya and Diego Garcia is ade- 
quate for the kind of military 
response' that will reassure the 
regional powers in the Middle East 
and the Gulf about effective 
military support from the Western 
Powers in the event of trouble. 

Doubts have been expressed In 
Washington about two risks in- 
volved in the Pentagon's planning. 
First, that too much reliance la be- 
ing placed on the survival of Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat. Second, that his 
willingness to become a “forward 
base" for NATO forces In the area 
will increase the pressures on his 
regime. 

The Pentagon view appears to be 
that Sadat's position would be 
further stabilised by the presence 
of military allies on Ms solL 


Even before the new American 
plan has been publicly unveiled, the 
Soviet Union baa embarked on an 
active diplomatic and radio cam- 
paign to discourage tbe regional 
powers from having anything to do 
with a build-up of an American or 
NATO military presence. 

Broadcasting in Turkish. Radio 
Moscow last week denounced "the 
provocative U.S. policy in a region 
which is adjacent to the Soviet 
Union’s borders, wMcb could lead 
to certain results dangerous to the 
cause of safeguarding peace." 

It warned Turkey against its "in- 
creasing involvement in the 
dangerous U.S. adventures in the 
Near East.” 

' At the same time Radio Moscow 
has been broadcasting reports of 
supposedly growing Greek . public 
concern over foreign bases on their 
soil. 

It claimed that concern increased 
in Greece after it became known 
that Greek airspace was used for 
the abortive Iranian rescue opera- 
tion. 

"Who," asked Radio Moscow, 
‘‘can guarantee Greece that the 
Pentagon will not use NATO 
military bases on their soil for 
aggressive actions against Iran and 
other countries of the Near and 
Middle East?" 

The mood in Washington, even in 
liberal circles, is that the world has 
already entered a new phase of the 
Cold War. This will become clearer 
in the next few months unless, by 
some miracle, the Soviet Union 
agrees to withdraw its forces from 
Afghanistan, perhaps accepting the 
British proposal to establish 
neutrality for the country on the 
Austrian model. (LOS) '

Q. But the Camp David agree- 
ment has been represented as the 
biggest achievement of the Carter 
presidency. If negotiations break 
down irrevocably, surely this will 
affect his chances of re-election? 

A. This will never change our 
views concerning the application of 
Camp David. 

Q. Are you concerned that Ronald 
Reagan may win? 

A. This is an internal question for 
the U.S. 

Q. Is the Arab Military In- 
dustrialization Organization (AOI) 
being revived? 

A. Very much so. We even have 
plans to improve the output of the 
AOI.

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Q. What will be the role of the 
UJJ. in all of this?

A. Anything which facilitates the 
Soviet Union getting out of 
Afghanistan is most important. If 
any efforts from these countries 
will lead to such a result this will be 
welcome, but I doubt they will be 
able to achieve any result. 

Q. What about your relations with 
the Soviet Union. Is it true there are 
still 1.200 Soviet technicians in 
Egypt? 

A. What now? Never! Their 
diplomatic representation here has j 
also been reduced.

TRIPOLI. — MiGs whined 
overhead, tankfire blasted a hulk 
moored offshore and the latest Rus- 
sian hardware gleamed aggressive- 
ly on the desert hills. 

It was the tenth anniversary 
celebration of the military evacua- 
tion of the United States from Libya 
and the stage looked set for an out- 
burst of vintage Gaddafi bellicosi- 
ty. Instead, the small but 
enthusiastic crowd gathered at Ras 
Lanuf on the Gulf of Sirte heard a 
speech of remarkable mildness. 

There was the ritual attack on 
President Sadat and a diatribe 
against Sultan Qaboos for agreeing 
to allow a U.S. military base in 
Oman. But the diplomats, jour- 
nalists and supporters gathered on 
the desert site of a planned new 
town were also given the spectacle 
of Colonel Gaddafi, the proponent of 
perpetual revolution, expressing an 
unusual desire to see dust settle. 

The killing of Libyan dissidents 
abroad by the revolutionary com- 
mittees — apart from those already 
condemned as agents of the U.S.. 
Egypt and Israel — should stop, he 
declared. Libya would keep out of 
the civil war over her southern 
border In uranium-rich Chad. And 
be had reassuring words for 
everyone who had been forced to 
hand over all their savings to the 
government In the recent currency 
reforms.

Iraqis vote 
after 22 years 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Millions of Ira- 
qis Friday voted for a new parlia- 
ment for the first time in nearly a 
quarter of a century, an event 
described by the B&athist regime 
as a “historical exercise in 
democracy.” 

.The government-controlled Iraqi 
news agency said, "More than six 
million Iraqis marched to the polls 
to elect the country’s national 
assembly, the first in tbe Iraqi 
history in a free democratic at- 
mosphere." 

The parliamentary elections 
were the first since the overthrow 
of the Iraqi monarchy in 1958. ’ 

Contesting the 250 parliamentary 
seats were 840 candidates from 56 
different constituencies. 

For the first time in Iraq's history 
19 women were among the can- 
didates and women were allowed to 
vote as well, Iraq’s state-owned 
media said. 

The state-controlled media said 
the assembly will share the 
legislative duties with the 
Revolutionary Command Council 
(RCC) and help oversee the state 
establishments. 

Iraq's RCC. the highest authority 
in the country, is headed by Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein who assumed 
power last July, following the 
resignation of his long-time 
colleague Ahmed Hassan Al-Bakr 
due to ill health.

tion that Gaddafi has relaxed his 
former stiff disregard of foreign 
hostility to his hit squads and 
military adventures abroad — and 
Is now also concerned with his pop- 
ularity at home. 

Two weeks ago there were ugly 
scenes in bank queues when the 
government ordered all five and 10 
dinar notes ($16 and $32) to be 
replaced (eventually) with higher 
denominations. The move also had 
the purpose of uncovering bribe- 
takers and hastening the move to 
nationalize the shops. People were 
allowed to keep 1,000 dinars, but got 
only a receipt for the rest. 

One observer said resentment 
over the action marked the lowest 
point yet in Gaddafi’s popularity at 
home. As Gaddafi reassured the 
crowd at Ras Lanuf with many a 
strategically flashed smile, the 
West’s current leading hogyman 
momentarily took on. the 
appearance of a friendly divest- 
ment adviser. 

It’s still your money, he explain- 
ed brightly, and it saves so much 
trouble when you want to buy a new 
car. 

For a country that earts $70m. a 
day in oil revenues and lavishes 
much of It on Its inhabitants, there 
is remarkably little in Tripoli to 
spend money on. The schools are 
splendid. There is an abundance of 
hospitals. But the market, current- 
ly threatened with demolition, is 
full of tawdry imports from Taiwan 


and Britain. There- are frequent 
shortages of meat. Observers say 
the situation has worsened since the 
government became the sole im- 
porter as part of Its drive to 
eradicate private shops. 

Huge "people's shops" have been 
built with mixed success. Residents 
say they are sometimes empty and 
sometimes overflowing with cans of 
a single product. Despite Gaddafi's 
contention that political parties are 
anathema to a happy society, and 
that everyone must participate if 
democracy is to work, local sources 
say there is a danger of the system 
of popular councils and congresses 
— designed to embrace the whole of 
the country's two million popula- 
tion — falling into the hands of "ap- 
paratchiks. " 

There did not seem to be an ex- 
, cess of public enthusiasm for the 
i celebrations marking the departure 
■* of the U.S. from their giant airbase 
outside Tripoli. At Ras' L&huf, 
midway between Tripoli and 
Benghazi, remoteness may have 
explained the smallish crowd of two 
or three thousand. 

The Libyans are still desperately 
short of skilled workers. Russians 
are still everywhere in Tripoli. It is 
they who are providing the exper- 
tise to build the nuclear power sta- 
tion at Sirte, and they are advising 
at the nuclear research centre at 
• Tripoli University — "for peaceful 
purposes only," Libyan officials 
say firmly. (LOS)

Duran wins boxing title on decision 


MONTREAL (AP). — Roberto 
Duran, mixing strength with boxing 
ability, scored a majority 15-round 
decision over Sugar Ray Leonard 
on Friday night at the Olympic 
Stadium and won the World Boxing 
Council welterweight cham- 
pionship. 

Duran, the man they call "Hands 
of Stone.” set the tempo right from 
the start. He negated Leonard's 
vaunted hand and foot speed by 
feinting with his head and shoulders 
and then bulling the defending 
champion into the ropes. 

In gaining the title, the 29-year- 
old Panam anian became only the 


third man to win both the 
lightweight and welterweight 
championships. He held the 
lightweight crown from 1972 until 
last year, when he surrendered it to 
move up into the welterweight 
class. 

Now he joins Henry Armstrong 
and Barney Ross as the only men to 
hold both the light and welter 
crowns. 

Judge Harry Dlbbs of Britain 
scored it 145-144 for Duran. Judge 
Ramon Baldeyrou of France scored 
it 146-144 for the new champion. 
Judge Angelo Polettl of Italy scored 
it even 147-147. 


J)avid vs. Goliath 

Germany, Belgium dash 
for Europe soccer title 


ROME (AP). — It's the classic 
David and Goliath confrontation. 

West Germany, the most 
successful national team in Europe, 
meets Belgium, which has never 
won a major title. In Rome’s Olym- 
pic Stadium today to decide the 1980 
European soccer- championship. 

The. Ger.pi an s. World Cup 
winners in 1954 and 1974, are play-' 
ing in their third straight European 
final. Germany won the tourna- 
ment in 1972 and lost to 
Czechoslovakia on penalties in the 
1976 final. 

Belgium, which'came to Italy as 
rank outsider, finished third in the 
1972 European championships, but 
has never been a major force. 

West Germany Is unbeaten since 
the 1978 World Cup, manager Jupp 
Derwall establishing a new un- 
beaten record for the national 
team. The German performance in 
defeating Holland 3-2 last Saturday 
was outstanding yet Derwall 
professes to be surprised by Us 
team’s success. 

The -Germans suffered two cruel 
pre-tournament blows, losing 
striker Klaus Fischer with a broken 
leg and goalkeeper Norbert Nlgbur . 
with a knee injury. The squad 
responded magnificently to the 
challenge. 

Bemd Schuster, the 20-year-old 
Cologne midfielder, has emerged 
as the find of the tournament with 
his exciting, adventurous style. 

Derwall describes him as the best 
German player since Franz 


Beckenbauer. 

Schuster Is likely to be one of the 
key figures In today's match. Many 
of Germany's more incisive moves 
start with him. 

The Germans will play the same 
team that performed so well 
against Holland with UU-StJelike-aa 
sweeper, .^Schuster, former 
decathlete Hans Pieter Brleghel 
and Hansi Muller in midfield and 
Klaus Allofs, Horst Hrubesch and 
Karl Heinz Rummenigge as a 
three-pronged attack. 

The biggest problem tor the Ger- 
mans will be to 'find a way past the 
well-organized Belgian offside trap 
that' frustrated both Italy and 
England. 

The Belgians — unbeaten in their 
tough qualifying group and un- 
defeated in three matches here — 
rely largely on rugged defence and 
a packed midfield. 

Derwall, a keen student of tac- 
tics, feels he has a method that will 
catch out the Belgians. 

The German coach does not, 
however, write off the challenge erf 
Belgium, which boasts an exciting 
two-man attack in Jan Ceulemans 
and Francois van der Elst. 

"The Belgians are a very difficult 
team to play against,” he said. 
‘‘They have been the biggest sur- 
prise of the tournament and have 
got better with each game. But I 
don't think they will defend as 
much as they did against Italy. This 
time they have to win.” 


W. Indies take big lead in cricket test 


LONDON (AP). — The West Indies 
compiled a massive total of 518 at 
Lord’s yesterday and took a first in- 
nings lead of 249 over England in 
the second cricket test match. 

It was the highest score ever 
made by the West Indies at the 
game’s headquarters. 

Following Viv Richards* sparkl- 
ing innings of 145 on Friday, Des 
Haynes broke the hearts of the 
England bowlers and fielders by 
stretching his score from 92 over 
night to 184. 

CBve Lloyd, the West Imfies cap- 
tain, scored 56 in his last test match 
at Lord’s. 

It was an almost blank day for 
England, who face their second 
defeat of the series. They were 
without one fast bowler, Mike Hen- 
drick, who retired from the match 
with a strained leg muscle. 

Derek Underwood, England’s 
left-arm bowler, has seldom had 
such a demoralizing time In his 76 
test matches. He toiled for 29 overs 
and had 108 runs hit off him before

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Glicksiein hopes to stop Borg 
from 5th Wimbledon title

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
LONDON. — Israel’s tennis cham- 
pion Shlomo Glickstein might face 
Bjorn Borg this week In a second 
round match at Wimbledon, as the 
great Swedish player attempts to 
win the men’s singles title for the 
fifth consecutive time. 

Whether the 24-year-old tennis 
millionaire from Stockholm will 
fulfil his No. l. seeding is the main 
talking point of the 103rd 
Wimbledon championships which 
get under way tomorrow afternoon 
at the All England Club here. 

Seeded behind Borg is the 
pugnacious left-handed American 
John McEnroe, who last year won 
the U.S. Open, the WCT (World 
Championship Tennis) finals and 
the Grand Prtx Masters, as well as 
the Wimbledon doubles cro w n in 
partnership with his compatriot 
Peter Fleming. 

Coincidentally, It was announced 
over the weekend that Borg's open- 
ing round opponent will be Egyptian 
Ismail el-Sh&fei, 32, one of the only 
three men to have beaten him in 
singles competition at Wimbledon 
— this was back in 1974, when el- 
Shaf ei won in straight seta. 

After more than & decade as a 
direct-entry, the Egyptian, who has 
dropped to 202 in the world 
rankings, last week had to take part 
for the first time in the Wimbledon 
preliminaries. From the 20 
qualifiers, el- Shaf ei was then drawn 
on Friday to face Borg in 
Wimbledon's traditional opening 
match on the Centre Court 
tomorrow. The event is this year 
worth £800,000 in prize money. 

Borg has won 28 successive 
Wimbledon matches since 1975. and 
he needs only four more victories to 
better Australian Rod Laver’s 
Wimbledon record of - 31 straight 
wins in singles competition. 

Glickstein, 22, who is playing at 
Wimbledon along with his Davis 
Cup team-mate Steve Krulevitz, has 
to first get past Mexican star Raul 
Ramirez to meet Borg to the second 
round. 

"This is a really tough draw for 
me, but I believe I can beat 
Ramirez If I regain my top form." 
Glickstein told The Jerusalem Post 
here last week. He is also confident 
that **I can give Borg a game" 
should he manage to beat Ramirez. 

A few days ago. In his final tour- 
nament warmup for Wimbledon. 
Glickstein went out 4-6, 4-6, to 
Australian star Paul McNamee in 
the opening round of the Surrey 
Grass Court Championships at 
nearby Surbiton. 

Glickstein can perhaps take some 
encouragement from the fact that 
last Thursday No. 1 seed Ramirez 
was beaten in straight sets by un- 
seeded New Zealander Chris Lewis 
in the quarter-finals at Surbiton.

Schneider and Glickstein were 
defeated in the first round of the 
qualifying event for the -Wimbledon 
men’s doubles. 

Seeded behind Borg and McEnroe 
in the men’s singles are 1974 
Wimbledon winner Jimmy Conners 
and Vitas Gerulaitls, both 
Americans. Vilas would have been 
the No. 4 seed, but an operation for 
acute appendicitis recently has put 
him out of action for several 
months. Seeded fifth Is Roscoe 
Tanner, also of the U.S. 

In a meet more than ever 
dominated by Americans, nine of 
the 14 seeds are from the U.S., while 
they will comprise about 40 of the 
128 competitors in the men’s 
singles. 

As in 1979, Israel will have no 
women at Wimbledon, after Paulina 
Peled had participated to four of the 
five previous championships. 

Americans also dominate the 
women's see dings, with the first 
three places going to title-holder 
Martina Navratilova, Tracy Austin 
and Chris Evert Lloyd, with Billie 


Jean King at No. 5. In fourth place is 
Australian Evonne Cawley. 

Navratilova arrived late in Bri- 
tain and gave herself a bare -week's 
tennis on English grass. Shd fell to 
Betty Stove of the Netherlands in 
the third round of the warm-up 
event at Eastbourne. 

Austin has a chance to become 
Wimbledon’s youngest woman 
champion for more than 90 years. 
On the day of the women’s final, 
July 4, she will be 17 years 7 months. 
Maureen "Little Mo” Connolly was 
17 years 10 months when she first 
won the title in 1952. 

If British heroine Virginia Wade 
gets beaten, most of the crowd’s 
sympathy win probably be with 
third-seeded Chris Evert Lloyd, 
two times title winner. She has a 
British husband, Davis Cup player 
John Lloyd, and retired for -two 
months this year to spend more 
time with him. 

Since she came back to tennis 
Evert Lloyd has not lost a match. 
She won the Italian and French 
Opens on clay, and a grass court 
tournament at Chichester a week 
ago. 

Israel will also be represented in 
the Wimbledon Junior Cham- 
pionships starting on June 30. 
Shahar Perkis goes straight into the 
43 strong main draw and Ellon Sinai 
is one of three reserves. A total of 37 
countries will be represented In the 
tournament.

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No substitute for policy 


CHIEF OF STAFF Rafael Eit&n's call to Regular Army officers 
and non-coms to give up one day's salary every month is in 
keeping with a venerable Israeli and yishuv tradition of com- 
bating adversity with grass-roots voluntarism. 

But in the present circumstances R/A Eit&n’s call and Prime 
Minister Be gin's appeal that the army's step should serve as an 
example for the rest of the nation is a substitute, and a poor one. 
for a policy. 

This country was willed into being by the heroic volunteering ' 
of scores of thousands of Zionist patriots and pioneers. But infla- 
tion and the other ills besetting the economy wiU not be over- 1 
come simply by exhorting that still large element among the I 
population that is willing to make a symbolic sacrifice and sfet 
an example for the rest. 

To be sure, there is certainly room for personal sacrifice and 
example in order to enlist wide popular support tor a difficult 
policy of belt-tightening. But there must first be such a policy 
and it must be visibly working as a prior condition for 
successfully seeking to enlist such popular readiness to 
sacrifice. 

Needless to say, such a policy simply does not exist. The call 
on the public to sacrifice, not as part of a coherent policy, but in 
place of one, runs the grave risk of further eroding whatever 
remains of the Israeli spirit of popular volunteering in response 
to true national needs. Exhortations in such directions in recent 
years, and not only under the present government, have often 
ended up by leaving the altruistic volunteers, who constitute one 
of Israel's most important human reserves, feeling sheepish 
and exploited when they discovered that no one was following in 
their wake. 

The government has not succeeded in developing and 
persevering in a coherent policy to fight inflation nor in creating 
an emergency atmosphere in which large parts of the population 
would be persuaded of the seriousness of the situation. 

Mr. Ehrlich was a dead loss in that task. His successor, Mr. 
Hurvitz certainly has tried. If he has not succeeded it is partly 
due to the nature of the government in which he serves. But, 
even a more talented minister of finance than Tigael Hurvitz 
and a more effective government than the Begin cabinet would 
find it nigh impossible to launch an anti-inflation policy a year 
and a half before election time. 

It is not clear whether Mr. Hurvitz will actually resign over 
the budget issue, or whether his Ra.fi faction's defection from 
the coalition would actually bring down the government. What 
ta dear, and has been for the seven months of Mr. Hurvitz's in- 
cumbency, is that most of his cabinet colleagues and members 
of the Knesset coalition factions believe that pursuing a no- 
nonsense anti-inflationary policy so close to the elections would 
be courting political suicide. 

Thus, while the economists talk, the fact is that the pursuit of 
a consistent fight against inflation is foremost a political rather 
than an economic matter. The paralysing effect of the threat of 
| forthcoming elections on the politicians should be removed 
! specifically by holding elections as early as possible. 

Mr. Hurvitz, who has as much as admitted that there is now 
no hope of rolling back an inflation ttiat'standa at over 130 per 
cent on an annual basis should be the first to admit the urgency 
of holding early elections as a precondition for adopting any 
anti-inflationary policy. 

Once that step is taken and a new government with a four- 
year lease on life is installed in office there will be much need 
for the sort of grass-roots volunteering the Chief of 'Staff has 
suggested.

A 30-YEAR-OLD farmer who 
claims he can heal the sick with the 
help of a good genie was acquitted 
of practising medicine Illegally 
after correctly diagnosing the 
ailments of five strangers in a Cairo 
courtroom, Egyptian newspapers 
reported recently. 

Abdel Aziz Abu Kaf was charged 
with collecting fees for diagnosing 
illnesses and prescribing treatment 
without being a licensed doctor. He 
claimed his’ cures were the 
evocations of a genie. 

A number of Abu Kaf’s patients 
testified in his favour, saying he 
charged them only the equivalent of 
1S1.25 for a check-up, and treated 
them free of charge, the reports 
said. 

Abu Kaf read some verses from 
the Karan, then went into a trance. 
He then proceeded to accurately 
tell four lawyers in the room that 
they suffered from diabetes, and In- 
formed the court clerk he was 
sterile, the dally "A1 Gomhouriya” 
said. 

Abu Kaf maintained that he was 
first contacted 'by the genie In the 
early 19 70s. He was paralysed and 
she vowed to treat him Lf he 
married her daughter. He did, and 
she has since watched over him and 
guided his healing abilities, the 
paper added. 

"He claimed the genie, called 
Hagga, did not call him by his name 
and never directed him to harm 
anyone, but always made him work 
for the good of humanity," "Al- 
Ahram" said. 

•‘The court was convinced by bis 
accurate diagnoses of the lawyers, 
but could not judge if he was in fact 


In touch with a spirit- It decreed 
that that was impossible to deter- 
mine and acquitted him," the paper 
added. 

A psychiatrist told the court that 
Abu Kaf was emotionally disturb- 
ed. naive and simple, and did not In- 
tentionally defraud his clients. 

"The court is convinced of Abu 
KaTs innocence: there is a hidden 
power that uses him os a tool," “Al- 
Ahram" quoted Judge Refaat 
Okas ha as saying. 

Abu Kaf said the genie had 
directed him to plant three kisses on 
the Judge's head. "AI-Gomhouriya" 
reported. 

The truth of the existence of 
ge tiles and their powers is backed 
by the Islamic Sharia and the 
Koran, the paper added.

THE THIRD ANNIVERSARY of 
the formation of the present 
government fell yesterday. But 
more than 32 years have passed 
since the state was established, and 
its 'political Institutions, shaped in 
the years Immediately before and 
after 1948, have remained virtually 
unchanged. What effect baa three 
years of Likud rule had on the 
structure of these institutions? 

Israel's political system is 
characterized by a flexible ap- 
proach to problem solving. But the 
structures of authority have always 
tended to a* much greater degree of 
conservatism. 

Perhaps the roots of this contrast 
are in the heritage of Jewish com- 
munal and institutional life. In 
which the more pragmatic Oral Law 
applied the sacred and unbending 
written code to every day 
situations. But however true this 
may be, there Is no doubt that 
Israel's political methods are in 
urgent need of thorough re- 
examination.- 

After all, the social, 
demographic, cultural, political 
and economic realities have chang- 
ed completely since the state was 
set up. Not surprisingly, the 
political system Is now afflicted by 
corresponding time lags in relation 
to contemporary social reality, and 
these often lead to serious 
operational shortcomings.

tial rule along the lines of the 
French- Fifth Republic combined 
with a compact and selective 
cabinet system. 


THE PRESIDENCY was modelled 
more or lesB on European 
parliamentary regimes between 
the two world wars. But in those 
countries since then, the Institution 
has undergone substantial changes. 
In Italy, the monarchy has been 
abolished and a representative 
president instituted in its place. But 
the Italian president holds a 
number of executive functions, and 
has special standing on the dissolu- 
tion of parliament and the calling of 
early elections. 

In Israel, by contrast, the presi- 
dent remains without any political 
power. He cannot take any in- 
itiative to assist a government in 
difficulty or impose an early poll. 
Experience shows that giving the 
president authority of this kind 
would improve our political 
system. 

In addition, Israel’s party syste m 
is gripped by a serious and lasting 
crisis, and there are no signs that a 
.reverse electoral upheaval will 
solve It The weakness of the par- 
ties and the extreme splintering of 
the political map, accompanied by 
the collapse of the dominant party, 
coulc} well bring about a permanent 
state of instability In the structure 
of government 

As Israel's major political parties 
lose popular support and 
membership, they tend towards 
greater Internal oligarchy, which 
leads in turn to symptomatic 
. slowness in recruitment to political 
life. The personal composition • of 
the present government, as well as 
of potential future ones, according 
to published projections, proves the 
existence of a leadership blight, 
"There is no king In Israel.’' The 
best way out of. this quagmire is 


THE KNESSET structure and its 
methods of work were also shaped 
in the period immediately 
preceding and after the state's es- 
tablishment. Since then a great 
deal of experience has ac- 
cumulated, but the multifarious 
proposals on electoral reform have 
ignored the question of changing 
the way the parliamentary system 
itself works. 

The Knesset has virtually ceased 
to fulfil its basic function — . of 
legislation. Some 99 per cent of laws 
it -passes are initiated by the 
government. Knesset members 
tend to participate less and less in 
committee work, and their con- 
tribution to lawmaking grows cor- 
respondingly smaller. The govern- 
ment, working through tta coalition 
majority, makes sure that Knesset 
members cannot- bring about any 
meaningful changes in bills it in- 
itiates. 

-The effectiveness of the state 
comptroller is steadily decreasing 
and not because of institutional 
drawbacks in the way bis office or 
Its function are defined. Rather, the 
government is unwilling to 
translate the comptroller’s findings 
and recommendations, or those of 
Knesset committees connected 
with supervision and control, into 
action. Perhaps these committees 
should be given the same kind of 
powers possessed by the Knesset 
Finance . Committee, or perhaps a 
new parliamentary-governmental 
body whose decisions on implemen- 
tation of the comptroller's 
recommendations would have the 
farce of law should be set up. 

The Knesset manifests clear 
signs of weakness, even Impotence, 
stemming from the apparently 
meaningless nature of much of its 
work. This does not mean that 
Knesset plenum and committee 
sessions should be turned into a sort 
of ceremonial ritual. Nor should 
meetings become a kind of 
classroom in which the teacher 
takes attendance at the beginning 
of each lesson — though the present 
atmosphere of disdain for elemen- 
tary, day-to-day functioning of 
Israel's parliamentary institutions 
cannot be tolerated much longer. 

The related phenomenon of in- 
credible freedom which members 
and ministers alike allow 
themsevlves over absence from the 
country while the Knesset is in ses- 
sion is inexcusable. Both. Knesset 
and cabinet sometimes resemble * 
Institutions of the diaspora — both a 
negative example to the nation and 
a serious blow to the functioning of 
the house. A new code on house 
attendance and presence in the 


country during sessions should be 
worked out And it should have 
teeth. Including financial sanctions 
or iri extreme cases loss of 
membership for those who defy the 
rules. 


ANOTHER DISTURBING 
phenomenon which has become all 
too frequent is the form of oppor- 
tunism known in the local political 
lexicon as “Kalanterism.” This 
crossing of party Vines for. personal 

advantage has assumed unrestrain- 
ed proportions. Within the Ninth 
Knesset's first two years, no fewer 
than seven members of the house 
switched factions, without any In- 
dication of a mandate to do so. from 
their electors, and without showing 
the slightest inclination to resign 
from their seats. Such contempt for 
" the voter t borders on electoral 
fraud; the individual Knesset 
member's freedom to do as he or 
she pleases with a mandate must be 
reconsidered. 

The possibility of Instituting a 
bicameral legislature was rightly 
rejected in the past, when the state 
was young and the founding genera- 
tion in Its prime. No technological 
elite had yet emerged; the 
parliamentary system Itself was 
not yet firmly based; no 
aristocracy of age and experience 
had yet taken root. 

But perhaps the time has come to 
establish an upper house, com- 
prising those who have already 
rendered notable public service: 
former premiers, past presidents, 
retired Supreme Court justices, ex- 
governors of the central bank, 
former ministry directors-general, 
one-time mayors of the large cities, 
retired chief rabbis and Hlstadrut 
secretarles-general, Knesset 
speakers, etc. ‘Such a body would 
give Israel's parliamentary system 
the depth and restraint it now lacks. 
Representatives of institutes of 
higher learning, writers and artists 
could be appointed to the upper 
house by the president. 

IF A SYSTEM of presidential ruld* 
Is not adopted, definitive changes in 
the existing cabinet structure must 
be weighed. The many previous 
attempts have always been 
frustrated (or negatively inspired) 
by personal, sectional, oligarchical, 
party or coalition pressures, which 
cast permanent shadows on 
whatever was achieved. An exam- 
ple is the recent talk of redividing 
the Labour and Social Affairs 
Ministry into its former two 
separate components — to create 
another ministerial post for a coali- 
tion partner that .feels, under- 

represented. •■■■■■ 

Such situations are not new, and 
may be expected to arise In the 
future as well. The Alignment par- . 
ties, extolling the richness and 
variety of talent in their ranks. 


boast of their ability to "man five 
cabinets.” Indeed, the Alignment is 
currently suffering from an em- 
barrassing surplus of - shadow 
ministers. Internal party con- 
siderations, the promiscuous 
promises in pursuit of support from 
potential, party leaders, the 
legacies of former party bosses and 
functionaries, pressure, from 
technocratic elites crowded out by 
the present regime, who have found 
rqfugc In -their party bureaux, and a - 
steady stream of fresh careerists - — 
all these factors have produced a 
gigantic “waiting list." 

Institutional change In the ca- 
binet 'structure, enshrined in the 
framework of the Basic Law; the 
Government, would have to take 
into account functional needs, cer- 
tain coalition demands, and ac- 
cumulated wisdom. There ’ is no 
special reason to he miserly about 
the actual number of ministries in- 
volved; more important is to insure 
| that each ministry is functional, ef- 
ficient, and works In coordination 
(with the system as a whole. 

; The institution of the premiership 
■must unquestionably be strengthen- 
ed. The West German system, 
which makes It possible to bring 
down & government by presenting 
an alternative one which com- 
mands a parliamentary majority, 
should be Introduced. 

Planning bodies, especially those 
concerned with the long range, 
must also be given muscles. Un- 
counted proposals are gathering 
dust in the government archives.
